ALBERTA FIGHTS. 
PLAN FOR RETURN 
OF RESOURCES 


Edmonton 


Alta Protesting that 
return of the natural resources to 
Alberta on the same basis as their 
return by the Dominion government 
to Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
would be unfair to Alberta, Premier 
J. KE. Brownlee delivered a lengthy 
exposition of Alberta's position on 
the subject in the legislature 

Grounds on which Mr. Brownlee 
objected to the same settlement of 
the resources question with Alberta 
as with Saskatchewan, were out- 
lined by the premier as follows 

The Dominion had made Alberta 
an offer, including the return of 
school lands and school lands funds; 
a settlement of the parks question on 


the same basis as other provinces and 
an arrangement that, when the finan- 
cial considerations ultimately were 
decided upon there would be a trans. 
fer of natural resources with the 
present subsidy but with no in 
creases, This is the m offer 
made to Saskatchewan but that 
province {ts objecting to continuation 
of the present subsidy, now amount- 


ing to $750,000) annually inguing 
that it should not be fixed until the 
subsidy rises to $1,200,000 annually, 
the maximum. 

It had been st ted that settle- 
ment would be made by the Domin- 
fon on the same terms with both 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba tid 
Mr. Brownlee. 

If this arrangement were carried 
into effect, the net result would be 
that Alberta’s subsidy would remain 
for all time at $562,000 a year, while 
Saskatchewan would receive annual- 
ly 90,000 this being entirely due to 
the accident of Saskatchewan, havy- 
ing passed the population ba of 
the earlier agreement by which a 


larger subsidy would be paid, even 
though when the two provinces were 
created in 1905 there had been no 
discrimination
